DISASTER.
Further Particulars of tbe Collision oiLong laiaail guusd.

Our Hat) ford and liostou exchanges furnish
further details lu regard lo the collision bei vv eu
tbesleameis City of Boston and theHlaieol
New York, which occurred on Thursday olgtu.
We learn from a private source that the former
was densely crowoed at tne time of the disaster.
A despatch to ihe Boston Traveller slates that
the steamers were running very last al ihe time
of the col ihloD, and gives a report t hat for some
time previous tne Hiuie of New York failed lo
whistle. The special reporter of the Bstou
Journal says thai a dense fog hung over the
waters, maklcg 11 Impossible lo see over a boat'slength.

The pilots of the City of Boston claim to have
blown their whistle lor the State of New Vors
to goto the left; while the captain of lue Hlale
of New York claims that ibe whistle of the
former boat was changed as soon as the lights
of each other were made, and, tiding upon ihe
jafcl wnisiie, ne inrew n s wueel hard lo thestarboard, and. Instead of cutting entirely
through the City of Boston, struck her as bis
boat was shearing.

The same reporter says:
"1 ho scene ou the City of Boston beggars all

description. Women, with aud without gentle-
men, rushed madly about , screaming aud moan-
ing In a piteous way. Que poor Isdy, convey-
ing the corpse of her child lo Boston, moaned
and begged that It might besaved, TaeolUcers
of both boats acted In a most humane and
praiseworthy manner, while lo those of the
City of New London the passengers could not,
extend enough of kind leeling. The steamer
Nariauausell, of the S'ouiugum line, City of
New York, of the Norwich line, and City of
Lawrence, also of the Norwlcu due, laid by
until their services were no longer needed,
wnen they ech went on tnelr way. The
thieves, as oon as tue danger was pronounced
Over, commenced pillugiuK, and very many
articles ol clothing, etc , were secured by thorn.
The escape from terrible loss of li.e Is indeed
providential. Old bo-i- t men pronounce It tue
most fearlul accident wilhiu their experience.

A few oiher persons were slightly injured. Al
the llmeot this writing bnl tbree state rooms,
out of the live demolished, have been acoounted
for, and it is feared that the passengers occu-
pying them are lost. Both boats were crowded
at the lime."

HONDURAS.
Vh Proposed laterocanalo Railway

S ,000,000 to b liorrowvfl la tin Called
Stat.
By a late arrival from Traxlllowe have In-

teresting news from the Republic of Honduras.
The project of a new interoceauic railroad

through Honduras wus lu a fair way ol being
successfully canted out. Mr. McCuudltsb, the
contractor lor the railroad, and Mr. Bruulees,
acting on behall of the Government aud tbe
bouduolders as engineer, had returned to
London from Houdurus, ttfler examining the
route of tbe proposed railway, and according to
the Uactta lie Triuilto ine reports furnished by
them to the British Government aud the share-
holders weie ol so brilliauluonui'acler that quite
an excitement had beeu p oduced, wltu a most
favorable effect upon the shares, the price of
those already ibsutd havlug risen, while more
sbaiesbud beeu called for, lu Honduras the
construction of the railway was considered tin
foil aceon2li. The road will connect Port
Corte., on me bay of Honduras, and Lt I'uiou,
or some point near It, lu Han uud will
be 210 miles long. Il Is est mimed thai it will
cost about S'Jn.Oou.bUO, and thai n will take live
years lo build it.
